A private  collection  of  forty  five  particularly  fine  scarabs  consisting  of  thirty  one  scarabs  with  royal  and 
private  names  and  titles.  Thirteen  have  mottos  or  designs  and  one  magnificient,  highly  polished  hard 
stone  scarab,  is  with  legs.  Among  the  royal  names  are  those  of  Queen  Hatshepsut,  Amenhotep  III  and 
Queen  Tiy  of  the  18th  dynasty  and,  the  most  famous  Pharaoh  of  the  19th  dynasty,  Rameses  II. 

These  scarabs  are  all  in  excellent  condition  and  many  have  their  original  glaze  intact.  They  have  been 

cleaned,  the  engraving  colored  and  given  a protective  coat  of  lacquer  to  bring  out  the  beauty  of  the 

design.  This  protective  coat  can  be  removed  with  no  damage  to  the  scarabs  if  so  desired. 

Each  scarab  has  been  researched  by  the  collector  and  comes  with  a full  translation  and  list  of  referen- 
ces, typed  on  individual  cards  in  a separate  case.  A special  compartment  glass-topped  case  holds  the 
scarabs  along  with  a permanent  clay  impression  of  each  one. 

This  is  a fine  representative  collection  which  also  has  excellent  investment  potentials.

Shoulder  Piece  of  a Necklace:  Size  - 4.2X3.5cm.  Material:  Blue  faience.  Falcon  head  wearing  a solar 
disc;  a representation  of  the  sun  god  Ra.  Pierced  with  holes  for  stringing 
Cf.  Aldred  «Jewels  of  the  Pharaohs-  pi.  65  Plate  18 

RING:  Beautiful  bright  blue  faience  ring  with  oudjat  eye  design  Cf.  Petrie  ODU  No.  67,  68  Plate  18 

NEFER-HOTEP:  Size  - 8.6cm.  Material:  Steatite.  Cult  centers  of  this  deity  were  located  at  Thebes  and 
Diospolis  Parva.  Represented  in  human  form  striding  with  left  foot  forward,  both  arms  at  sides,  fists  clen- 
ched. He  wears  a short,  pleated  kilt,  short  curly  wig  and  curved  beard.  The  double  crown  of  Egypt  is  worn 
above  the  wig.  Standing  on  rectangular  base  with  back  pillar  pierced  as  an  amulet 
Cf.  Steindorff:  Art  In  The  Walters  Art  Gallery  No.  527,  528  Plate  18 
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USHABTI:  Size  - 18  cm.  Material:  Faience,  pale  blue  in  color.  Period:  XXX  dynasty  (378-341  B.  C.). 

Figure  in  form  of  a mummy,  to  take  the  place  of  the  deceased  if  he  was  called  upon  to  do  any  work  in 
the  after  life.  He  carries  a hoe  in  the  left  hand  and  has  a bag  of  seed  (?)  slung  over  the  left  shoulder. 
Back  pillar.  Excuisite  detail  on  face  and  beard. 

Inscription  on  front  identifies  the  deceased  as  «Arbiter  of  the  Two  Gods,  Prophet  of  Osiris  in  Mendes, 
Scribe  of  the  Divine  Treasure  (?),  Overseer  of  the  Priests  of  Sekhmet  in  the  Dolphin  Nome,  Prophet  of 
the  Ram  of  Mendes  (NESBANEBDJED),  born  of  Shenty,  justified. » 

The  tomb  belonging  to  the  priest  NESBANEBDJED  was  found  at  Tell-er-Roba  (Mendes)  in  February,  1902. 
In  the  tomb  were  several  hundred  ushabtis,  some  of  which  are  now  on  display  in  Museums  in  Cairo,  Lon- 
don, Berlin,  Paris  and  Stockholm  Cf.  Aubert,  Statuettes  Egyptiennes  No.  155,  156  Plate  18 

4352  CANOPIC  JAR:  Size  - 26  cm.  Including  the  lid.  Material:  Alabaster.  Period:  Late  Period  (1085-332  B.  C.). 
A beautiful  but  damaged  canopic  jar  which  is  in  the  style  of  the  XXI  dynasty  (1085-950  B.  C.)  During  this 
period  the  inner  organs  were  wrapped  and  replaced  within  the  body  cavity  and  the  canopic  jars,  although 
still  traditionally  placed  in  the  tomb,  were  smaller  than  if  they  were  actually  used  to  contain  the  organs. 
The  human  head  of  the  lid  represents  KHEBSENUF,  one  of  the  four  sons  of  Horus,  whose  duty  was  to 
guard  the  intestines. 

There  is  a crudely  incised  two-line  inscription  on  the  body  which  appears  to  have  been  cut  at  a later 
date. 

The  jar  has  been  broken;  there  are  two  holes  in  the  body  and  the  lid  has  been  re-glued  with  one  piece 
missing  Plate  18 

4353  MUMMY  MASK:  Size  - 23X19  cm.  Material:  Gesso  over  wood.  Period:  Circa  4th  century  B.  C.  An  in- 
teresting face  with  delicate,  small  features.  Traces  of  yellow  paint  remain  on  the  gesso  indicating  it 

may  have  belonged  to  a woman.  Eyes  and  brows  heavily  outlined  in  black  and  stripes  on  head  dress 
also  in  black.  Some  gesso  chipped  away  on  sides  of  cheeks,  nose  and  forehead 

Cf.
